Strike,—The Rolling Mill Company of 


this city have bad considerable trouble 
this winter in Obtaining coal In sufficient 
quantities for their consumption, and at 
ono time tho workmen at the mill were 
obliged to suspend operations, owing lo a 
strike of tbo miners in Ibo mines in Clay 
county, Indiana. The coal consumed for 
some time past has been obtained at con- 
siderable additional expense from a point 
on the Mississippi river above Cairo.— 
About one week since tho proprietors of 
tho mines determined to import negroes 
from Virginia to take the place of the 
strikers. One proprietor brought fifty-one 
negro miner* Iron Virginia, forty-three of 
whom went into the mines and eight the 
strikers Induced not to go to work. The 
proprietors arrested the eight negroes for 
violation of contract, and the strikers em- 
ployed Hon. D. W. Voorhees to defend 
the negroes. On hit arrival at Brazil, 
yesterday, he was met by it large body of 
tho strikers, who vociferously welcomed 
him, and he was greeted In the same way 
on his appearance in the court-room. If 
tho negroes are released the striken will 
furnish them with money to pay their way 
back lo old Virginia.
